aved. probably by censorship. 


The belief is entertained m the 


entente capitals that the retirement 
of the 2aimis minstry is preliminary 
o the entrance of Greece in the war 
with the allies. Recent 
dispatches 


torn Berlin and Vienna show that 
:here also, it is regarded as proba- 
ble Greece will soon abandon neu- 
ralitv and join the entente powers. 
The precise causes which led to the 
exceptionally rigid censorship. 


It is believed in London that M 


5aimis' resignation was due to 
the 


act that the accepted premiership 
on the understanding that he was to 
maintain neutrality and in view of 
he Bulgarian occupation of 
Greek 


erritory had found this impossible. 


Up to the time of. the first dis- 


tatch announcing that M. Zaimis had 
(resented his resignation, his reiire- 
aent was unexpected, for it was un- 
derstood the premier had assumed 
dictatorial powers and was in an ex- 
ceptionally strong position.

An in- 
terested audience listened atentive- 
ly throughout. He claimed that the 
ini'lenrmm, so far as this earth is 
concerned, is to be a time of desola- 
tion and chaos, not a time of peace, 
happiness and bliss when all 
who 


have not accepted the gospel will be 
given a second chance to be saved. 


"The term 'millennium'." he said, 
"is a term not found in the Bible, as 
many suppose, but is a latin phrase 
of two words, 'Mille,' meaning a 
thousand, and 'Annum,' meaning1 a 
year. 
These two words combined 


and Anglicised form the word •Mille- 
nnium.' While the word itself is not 
found in the Bible, its equivalent is 
used therein a few times, 
it is a 


period bounded by two resurrections. 
It commences at the second Doming 
of Christ. The events during the peri- 
od show that God's people of all ages 
will be with him in heaven, while 
all the wicked of all ages will be in 
their graves or lying dead upon the 
surface of the earth. 
The earth it- 


self will be a vast charnel house of 
desolation, ruin and wreckage. Satan 
and his angels will be left to behold 
what their rebellion against God has 
wrought. 


"Then at the end of the millenni- 


um there will be a resurrection of 
the wicked in which they live a 'little 
season,' to be entirely annihilated in 
the lake of fire. Then the earth, 
purified and cleansed will be renew- 
ed by the creative power of God. The 
new Jerusalem will become the capi- 
tal of the new earth, and the Lord's 
people will be ghen the earth in its 
Edenic restoration for their inheri- 
tance, thus fulfilling 
the 
promise 


made by the Saviour 
in Matthew, 


5:5. 


"Revelation 
20:1-3 
says 
that 


Satan is to be bound and cast into 
the bottomless pit for a 
thousand 
years, and after that be loosed a lit- 
tle season, 
ft is not to be under- 


stood that Satan is to be bound with 
a literal chain, for the language em- 
ployed is symbolic. He is to be 
bound by a chain of circumstances, 
the links of which are first. The sec- 
ond corning of Christ; second, the 
resxirrection of the righteous dead; 
third, translation of the righteous 
doad and living, and fourth, the de- 
struction of all the wicked 
inhabi- 


tants of earth. These links form a 
chain which removes from him the 
power to deceive, for it takes from 
him all his subjects upon which he 
could possibly practice his deception. 
The bottomless pit is simply this 
world in its wild and -desolated con- 
dition. 
Indeed, the term 'pit', 
as 


here used, is translated 
from 
the 


same original word which appears in 
Genesis 1:2, 
and is there called 


'deep.' thus 'darkness was upon the 
face of the deep.' It refers through- 
out the Bible to any barren, desolate 
aiad uninhabited region. A word pic- 
ture of the earth during the millenni- 
um is given by the prophet in Jere- 
miah, 4:23-27. 
- ''If the binding of Satan is the tak- 
ing away from 
him- his, subjects^ 


then the loosing of Satan is the tak- 
ing of Satan is the giving back into 
his hands of at least a portion of 
them. And this is precisely what is 
to take place, for Revelation 20:5 
says, 'But the rest of the dead lived 
not again till the thousand 
years 


wfre finished .. . . and when the 
thousand years are expired, Satan 
shall be loosed out of his prison, 
and shall go out to deceive the na- 
tions." 
This shows that the wicked 


will be given a resurrection, and 
that as soon as they are raised to 
life, Satan goes forth to his old work 
of deceiving them, and is thus loos- 
ed from his prison. 


"Meanwhile the Holy City has de- 


scended from heaven, as stated in 
Revelation 21:2, and in it are the 
saved of all ages, who were trans- 
lated to heaven at the first resurrec- 
tion at the beginning of the millen- 
nium. Then Satan and his deceived 
followers attempt to capture the city. 
At that time fire from heaven de- 
scends upon them and devours them 
all. Satan with the rest- 
The same 


fire that destroys the wicked in that 
lake of fire, also purifies the earth 
of all sin and traces of the curse as 
seen now in the decay 
of nature. 


Then are fulfilled the words of Mala- 
chi 4:1-3. 
The Lord will then and 


there, before the admiring gaze cf 
liis people, speak the words, 'Behold. 
I make all things new." 
And from 


out the chaos and ashes will spring 
a new earth, 'and the former shall 
not be remembered nor come into 
mind.'

wiped away. 
God's throne will be 


removed from its 
present location 


and set upon the earth, and here 
will be the center of the 
universe 


forever. Christ will come forth and
